But now there are cropping out evidences of persistent failure to meet 
connections that make a published, promised schedule look like the demo- 
cratic vote in an alleged doubtful state. 

Four times within one week—on October 28, 30, 31 and November 2— 
the Southern railway’s train No. 14, bringing all the important mail from 
the north and west, and carrying passengers to points in southern Georgia, 
has failed to make connections at Helena with the Seaboard Air Line train, 
westbound, which supplies a large aud important business territory. 

This has happened, despite the fact that the Southern’s schedule was 
changed, with one at least among the purposes of the change, to meet this 
very Connection and satisfy a righteous public complaint of inadequate mail 
and passenger facilities. : 

It put something like an hour and a half between the arriving time at 
Helena of the Southern and the departure of the Seaboard connection. 

And yet, with the advent of the winter season the new connection is 
broken with a regularity that makes it practically valueless to the inter- 
ests it was intended to serve.

The railroad commission was about to order it done, as it had a perfect 
right to do under the Georgia law and the decision in the North Carolina 
case, when the Southern, through its representatives, stated that such action 
would be unnecessary, as it proposed to change its schedules to an extent 
that would leave ample time for making this connection. 

The schedule was changed all right, and there is no further complaint 
about the theory of the situation; but it doesn’t work out in practice. 

A schedule is meaningless unless it is maintained with some sort of 
regularity. 

The railroad commission ought to see to it that the promise made re- 
garding this connection is kept in letter and in spirit. That much is due 
the people of the section which needs and is entitled to the service, and 
they are not going to be satisfied with a promise that means nothing. 

There is no question that if the commission would do a little business 
with a “big stick” it would get results. 

An order requiring the railroad company to run a special local train 
when the through train is more than thirty minutes late would very soon 
do the work. 

And the commission has the power to do that under the Georgia law. 

But it is said that the Georgia commission is not as enthusiastic now 
in its efforts to protect the people as it once was. If it is, here is a chance 
for it to show that it means business.

Ray Stannard Baker. Barring the 0oc- 
casional tendency to generalize from 
exceptional premises or to elaborate 
singte ffistances for the sake of a strik- 
ing effect, Mr. Baker is to be cordially 
congratulated on what is an intelligent 
and sympathetic study of the race 
problem in the United States. It will

Committee Winds Up Third Week 
of Campeaign—Chairman Bagley 
Sends a Circular Letter to 
Georgia Growers Today 
Asking Cooperation. 


The organization committee of the 
Georgia Fruit Exchange rounded up its 
third week's campaign among the peach 
growers in Georgia yesterday, with the 
favorable result of securing 27! cars in 
shipment pledges. 

The percentage of the crop so far se- 
cured hovers about the 40 per cent 
mark, the basis for.this percentage be- 
ing taken from the 6,450 cars shipped 
during the 1908 season, 

Chairman H. C. Bagley ig today send- 
ing out circular letters to every lead- 
ing ‘peach grower in the state, asking 
their cooperation in the movement, 
which, if put through, will by proper 
distribution insure to the growers at 
least 50 cents more per crate ‘than 
under the present system of marketing. 
Enclosed with the letters are leaflets 
explaining the plan as inaugurated dur- 
ing the convention of peach growers 
in Atlanta during September. 

Cemmittee’s Work During Week. 

The work of the committee during its 
thirg week's canvass was completed 
with that degree of success waich 
marked the efforts of the cummittee 
during the first two wéeks’ work, with 
the exception of securing stock suwub- 
acriptions. 

F. A. Ricks eany in the week closed 
up all the outstanding business in the 
Reynolds territory, sending in pledges 
covering sixty cars, with stock and 


cash subscriptions in proportion. 

A. M. Kitenen, as the result of the 
three days’ work with E. B. Heard, of 
Middleton, in the eastern and nvorth- 
eastern portions of the state, secured 
shipment pledges covering !7! cars, 
with a fair amount of stock and cash 
subscriptions. 

The meeting of the growers, held in 
the Augusta district Wednesday, was 
not as largely attended ag Aad been 
hoped, but a local organization was 
perfected which promises excellent re- 
sults for the future. Mr. Berckmans, 
who was in charge of the meeting, se- 
cured shipment pledgeg of all present 
amounting to 35 cars. <A lot of pre- 
liminary work is now being done in 
this district, and an even larger num- 
ber of shipments are expected in the 
near future. 

H. M. Veach and A. Me Kitcnen, who 
have been working in the Adairsville 
district, have perfected a plan which 
will probably resuit in securing ship- 
ment pledges covering about half of 
the shipments at the point in the im- 
mediate future. The local situation at 
Adairsville is reported quite favorabie 
to the plan of the exchange. 

The Rome and Summerville districts 
have been visited during the week by 
Mr. Barrett, of the organization com- 
mittee, and excellent preliminary work 
in that section is reported.

The following is the letter which will 
be sent to the peach growers in Geor- 
gia todey by Chairman H. C. Bagley, 
asking their cooperation: 

Dear Sir—The convention of peach growers 
held in Atlanta September 10 and 11, 1908, 
adopted a plan of cooperation, the purpose of 
which is to control distribution of future 
crops, and thus secure better and more uni- 
form prices. 

A committee of twenty-one leading growers, 
representing all seqtions of the state, was 
appointed to perfect the plan and secure the 
cooperation of all the growers throughout the 
state. This was a difficult undertaking, but 
each member of the committee felt that the 
fate of the peach-growing :industry in Geor- 
gia depended upon the success of the move-- 
ment and went actively to work in their sev- 
eral communities, with the result that, after 
only two weexs’ work, we are able to report 
in hand shipment pledges and subscriptions 
covering approximately 40 per cent of the 
g¢rop. These subscriptions have been secured 
through the individual efforts of members of 
the committeé, who have been, and still are, 
devoting their time and energies to the under- 
taking, withaut compensation other than 
the hope of better prices for their future 
crops, throygh the influence of the Georgia 
Fruit Exchange.

An average acre of mid- 
die Georgia soil contains fully twenty 
times as much potash as of phosphoric 
acid.

It is not a serious disease, and’ re- 
covery usualiy follows promptly the 
removal of the cause and the applica- 
tion of simple remedies. First remove 
the cattle from the pasture, bring the 
affected anima! or animals to the barn 
or yard and feed on soft, nutritious 
food, suchas bran mashes, ground feed, 
gruels. A bucket of clear, coo] water 
should be kept constantly within reach 
so that the animal may drink or ringe 
its mouth at pleasure; and it will be 
found beneficial to d‘ssolve two heap- 
ing tablespoonful of borax in each of 
the first two buckets of water taken 
during the day. Also swab out the 
mouth daily with antiseptic washes, 
such as a 2 per cent solution of car- 
bolic acid or of creolin, or one part 
of peroxide ofhydrogen totwo parts or 
water, 03 a 1 per cent solution of per- 
manganate of potash. These should be 
followed by astringents, such as one- 
half tablespoonful of alum, borax or 
chlorate of potash—pldceq on the 
tongue. 

A more satisfactory method of ad- 
ministering the antiseptic treatment 
to a number of animals would be to 
mix thoroughly two tablespoonsful of 
pure carbolic acid in a quart of bran 
mash and give to each affected anima! 
daily for five days. Range cattle may 
be more readily treated by pouring 
four ounces of crude carbolic acid on 
twelve quartrs of common salt and 
thoroughly mixing, and then put-it In 
a «ea that ts accessible to the anl- 
mals.
